Business Boom Statistics. , 

New York, October 5. 
To-morrow will be published the 
usual weekly table of clearing house 
transactions, at the various leading 
cities of the country, wherefrom it is 
seen that business transactions are 
generally larger than for the corres- 
ponding week last year. Following is 
a detailed list of percentage of in- 
crease: New York seven and four 
tenths, Boston seven and eight- 
tenths, Chicago forty and one tenth, 
Philadelphia three and seven-tenths, 
Cincinnati eight and one-tenth, St. 
Louis five and nine-tenths, San Fran- 
cisco five and five-tenths, Pittsburgh 
twenty four and six-tenths, Milwaukee 
twenty-eight and five-tenths, New 
Orleans thirty-one and four-tenths, 
Louisville one and seven tenths, 
Cleveland tea and three-tenths, Wor- 
cester two and seven-tenths, Memphis 
four and eight-tentha, Lowell twenty- 
four and thre-tenths. Some of the 
smaller tows show alight increases as, 
Baltimore sixteen, Providence eight, 
Indianapolis six and six-tenths, New 
Haven five and five tenths, Syracuse 
eight and two-tenths. Commenting 
on these figures the Public says: We 
no longer regard the large transaetion 
as an evidence of unmixed prosperity. 
Assuredly it is not a gain to the 
country that the crops of wheat and 
corn have proved comparatively 
small. Stillless is it a gain that 
prices have been materially advanced 
so rapidly and so far that domestic 
aod foreign consumers alike are slow 
to take from dealers the enormous and 
rapidly accumulating stocks on hand. 
In cotton this situati@n is not very dif.- 
ferent, though the corner in that arti- 
cle has been operated in artificially, 
and to all appearances the unreasoa- 
ably advanced and upward movement 
in hogs produces through it an excuse 
at present in the prospect that corn 
will be dear, was commenced and 
pushed for early in the year before 
that prospect existed. Excessive spec- 
ulation, based upon mere plethora of 
money, or expansion of credits, is au 
unhealthy symptom, but it is certain- 
ly not less unhealthy when, in addition 
to monetary causes it has for a basis 
an important decrease ip the country 
produce, and the volume of trade, 
apart from all speculations. Transac. 
tions are evidently very large. Al- 
though farmers have short crops they 
have a prospect of high prices for 
what they have to sell and several 
years of remarkable prosperity have 
enabled them to purchase freely, not- 
withstanding one season of compara- 
tive misfortune. The fail and winter 
trade will be the largest in the history 
of the country, apparently, and the 
crops ef 1881, though smaller than 
were expected, will ‘probally prove 
more valuable to producers than the 
crops of any previous year except 7 

and 80. 


Democratic Convention. 
Worcester, Mass., October 5. 

The Democratic State Convention 
opened this morning with not over 
three hundred delegates present. Col.

vice, 


Western Chances for a Cabinet Position.

The farming country 
from Sierra valley to Sacramento is 
interesting to a stranger, like any 
other country, for its sources of wealth 
and its natural and artificial scenery. 
Mohawk valley is the first valley after 
leaving Sierra, and has but little good 
country and improvements, Still, 
there area few nice ranches in Mo- 
hawk. American valley is a pretty 
and very fertile valley, five miles long 
by two and one-half miles wide, 
There are a good many fine fruit or- 
chards, and otherwise finely improved 
ranches, Quincy shows some life and 
some signs of improvement. Down 
the canyon ereven miles is Spanish 
ranch on Silver creek, and the China- 
men appear to run] the camp, as there 
are several hundred of them mining 
along the creek, Meadow valley is 
still farther on, but SI°saw little of in- 
terest, only a fruit garden or two. 
OVER THE MOUNTAINS. 


Then we commenced climbing over 
the snow summitf’of the mountain, 
and there is nothing but a few fruit 
orchards until you reach Oroville ex- 
cepting a fine wire bridge over the 
river near Oroville. The worked out 
mines and some very fat cattle at 
Buck's rauch is all you see that is es- 
pecially worthy of note. Oroville is a 
little town of 1,700 inhabitants, count- 
ing Chinese and all. A large portion 
of the Quincy freight and the freight 
for the mining stations along the road 
is hauled from Oroville. The country 
24 miles from 

OROVILLE TO CHICO, ) 
Is nearly barren until you get 
within five or six miles of Chico, then 

the land is rich and the Chinese have 
it nearly all in vegetable gardens. 

There are 80 teams belonging to Chi- 
namen hauling vegetables and ped- 
dling them around Chico. Chico is 

the prettiest little town in the Sacra- 
mento valley. Every street is broad 
and lined on both sides with trees, 
and it has one of the finest parks to 
be found in Northern California. The 
country from there to Marysville is 
pretty good, but the lazy manner in 

which the farmers put in their crops 
is worthy of note. | 

MARYSVILLE TO SACRAMENTO. 
Sowing has commenced and a large 
area of grain willbe putin. By way 
of Nicholas and Gougeye it is all good 
land to Sacramento, but only a few 
ranches are improved. Eleven busb- 
els to the acre was the yield around 
Lincoln this year. The cattle in the 
foothills are very poor and scarce. 
Sheep raising is the principal business 
from Sacramento to Grass Valley. 
The snow fell six inches in the moun- 
tains on the 23d ult., and the cattle 
men are prepariug to get their stock 
to a lower altitude. 

HOME AGAIN, 

The mountains to the west of Sierra 
valley are covered with snow, and re- 
miads us that old “hiems’’ is close 
at hand. . Dancing and horse-racing, 
with the usual gambling games, are 
very lively just now in this valley. A 
concert and dance was given by Miss 
Badenoch and Miss Monroe, aided by 
the local amateurs of Loyalton, for 
the purpose of raising funds to pro- 
vide the public school building with 
seats of modern design, in plase of 
the ancient and uncomfortable ones 
now in use. One hundred and three 
dollars was netted.
